RULES 

New Delhi, the 7th September 1974 

No, 1 0/20/7 3 -CS(I1). — The rules for a limited departmental 
competitive examination for inclusion in the Select List for 
Grade I of the Central Secretariat Stenographers Service 
to be held by the Union Public vServicc Commission in 1975 
arc published for general information, 

2. The number of persons to be selected for inclusion in 
the Select List will be specified in the Notice issued by the 
Commission. Reservations shall be made for candidate be- 
longing to the Scheduled Castes and the Scheduled Tribes in 
respect of vacancies as mav be fixed by the Government. 

Scheduled Castes /Tribes means any of the Castes /Tribes 
mentioned in the Constitution (Scheduled Castes) Order, 
1950, the Constitution (Scheduled Cartes) (Part C States) 
Order. 1951; the Constitution (Scheduled Tribes) Order, 1950. 
and the Constitution (Scheduled Tribes) (Part C States) 
Order, 1951, as amended by the Scheduled Castes and 
Scheduled Tribes Lists (Modification) Order, 1956 
read with the Bombay Reorganisation Act, 1960 and 
the Punjab Reorganisation Act 1956; the Constitution 
(Jammu and Kashmir) Scheduled Castes Order 1956 
the Constitution (Andman and Nicobar Islands) Schc- 
duIcdTribcs Order, 1959, the Constitution (Dadra and Najjar 
Haveli) Scheduled Castes Order. 1962 the Constitution (Dadra 
and Nagar Haveli) Scheduled Tribes Order, 1962, the Con- 
stitution (Pondicherry) Scheduled Castes Order, 1964, the 
Constitution (Scheduled Tribes) (Uttar Pradesh) Order, 1967, 
the Constitution (Goa Daman and Diu) Scheduled Caste* 
Order 1968, the Constitution (Goa, Daman and Diu) Schedu- 
led Tribes Order. 1968, and the Constitution (Nagalanu, 
Scheduled Tribes Order. 1970. 

3. The examination will be conducted by the Union Public 
Service Commission in the manner prescribed in the Appen- 
dix to these Rules, 

The date** on which and the places at which the examina- 
tion will be held shall be fixed by the Commission. 

4. Any permanent or regularly appointed temporary Officer 
of Grade 11 of the Central Secretariat Stenographers' Scrvic 
who on the J st January, 1975 has rendered an approved and 
continuous service of not less than 5 years in Grade II of 
the C.S.S.S. shall be eligible to appear at the examination. 

Note. — Grade JI officers of the C.S.S.S. who are on depu- 
tation to cx-cadre posts with the approval of the competent 
authority will be eligible to be admitted to the examination, 
if otherwise eligible. 

This, however, does not apply to a Grade II Officer of the 
C.S.S.S, who has been appointed to an cx-cadre post or to 
another Service on “transfer 1 ’ and does not have a lien in 
Grade II of C.S.S23. 

5. The decision of the Commission as to the eligibility or 
otherwise of a candidate for admission to the examination 
fchaU be final. 

6 No candidate will be admitted to the examination unless 
he holds a certificate of admission from the Commission. 


7. A candidate who is or has been declared by the 
Commission to be guilty of — 

(i) obtaining support for his candidature by any means, 
or 

(ii) impersonating, or 

(iii) procuring impersonation by any person, or 

(iv) submitting fabricated documents or documents 
which have been tampered with, or 

(v) making statements which are incorrect or false, or 
suppressing material information, or 

(vi) resorting to any other irregular or improper means ’ 
in connection with his candidature for the exami- 
nation or 

(vii) using unfair means in the examination hall, or 
(viii) mishehaving in the examination hall, or 

(ix) attempting to commit or, as the case may bo, abet- 
ting the commission of nil or any of the acts 
specified in the foregoing clauses, 

may, in addition to rendering himself liable to criminal 
prosecution, be liable — 

(a) to be disqualified by the Commission frdm the 
examination for which he is a candidate; or 

(b) to be debarred either permanently or for a specified 
period — 

(i) by the Commission, from any examination or 
selection held by them; 

(ii) by the Central Government, from any employ- 
ment under them; and 

(c) to disci plinary action under the appropriate rules. 

8. Candidates must pay the fee prescribed in Annexurc I 
to the Commission 1 ^ Notice. 

9. After the examination candidates will be arranged by 
the Commission in the order of merit as disclosed by the 
aggregate marks finally awarded to each candidate; and in 
that order so many candidates as are found by the commis- 
sion to be qualified by the examination shall be recommended 
for inclusion in the Select List of Grade I of the C.S.S.S. 
up to the required number. 

Provided that candidates belonging to the Scheduled Caster 
or the Scheduled Tribes may, to the extent the number of 
vacancies reserved for the Scheduled Castes and the Schedul- 
ed Tribes cannot be filled on the basis of the general itand- 
ard, be recommended by the Commission by a relaxed 
standard to make up the deficiency in the reserved quota, 
subject to the fitness of the candidates for ^ inclusion in 
the vSelect List for Grade I of the C.S.S.S. irrespective of 
their ranks in the order of merit at the examination. 

Note.- — Candidates should clearly understand that tjify is 
a competitive and not a qualifying examination. The number 
of persons to be included in the Select List for Grade I of 
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C.S.S. Service on t tie results of the examination is entirely 
within the competence of Government to decide. No candi- 
date will, therefore, have any claim for inclusion in the Select 
List on the basis of this performance in this examination, us a 
matter of right. 

10, The font) and manner of communication of the result 
of the examination to individual candidate* shall be decided 
by the Commission in their discretion and the Commission 
will not enter into correspondence with them regarding the 
Jesuit. 

11, Success in the examination confers no right to selection 
' Jinless Government arc satisfied, after auch enquiry as may 

be (Considered necessary, that the candidate is eligible and 
suitable in all respects for selection. 

Provided that the decision as to ineligibility for selection 
in the case of any candidate recommended for selection by 
the Commission shall be taken in consultation with the 
Commission. 

12, A candidate, who, after applying for admission to the 
examination or after appearing at it, resigns his appointment 
in the Central Secretariat Stenographers 3 * * * 7 Service, or otherwise 
quits the Service or severs his connection with it, or whose 
services arc terminated by his Department, or who is appoint- 
ed to an ex-cadre post or to another service on ‘transfer’ and 
does not have a lien in Grade IT of the Service will not be 
eligible for appointment on the results of this examination. 

This, however, does not apply to a candidate who has 
been appointed on deputation to an ex-cadre post with the 
approval of the competent authority.

Part B — Shorthand test in Hindi or in English (for those who 
qualify at the written examination) 100 marks. 
Note— C andidates will be required t<3 transcribe 
their shorthand notes on typewriters, and 
for this purpose they will be required to bring 
their own typewriters with them. 

Part G — Evaluation of record of service of such of the can- 
didates as may be decided by the Commission in their 
discretion carrying a maximum of 100 marks. 

2. The syllabus for the Written Examination will be as 
shown in the Schedule to this Appendix. 

3. Candidates arc allowed the option to answer the Papers 

(2), (3) and (4) either in English or in Hindi (Devanagari), 

The medium opted, English or Hindi, will be the same for all 

the three Papers mentioned above, The option will be for 

complete papers and not for different questions in the same 


paper. Paper ( 1 ) must be answered in English by all candi- 
dates. Question Papers will, however, be set in English only. 
Candidates who op[ to answer the three Papers (2), (3) and 
(4) in Hindi (Devanagaii) will be rcquiicd to take the Short- 
hand Test also in Hindi (Devanagari) only, and candidates 
who opt to answer the above Papers in English will be re- 
quired to take the Shorthand test also ir, English only. 

Note 1. — Candidates desirous of exercising the option to 
answer the aforesaid papers in Hindi (Devana- 
gari) should indicate their intention to do so in 
Col. 6 of the application form. Otherwise it 
would be presumed that they would answer all the 
papers in English. 

The option once exercised shall be t re ated as final and no 
request for alteration in the said column shall be entertained. 

Note 2. — A candidate wishing to take the examination at 
an Indian Mission abroad and exercising: the 
option to answer the papers (2), (3) and (4) 
and take the Stenography Test in Hindi in terms 
of para 3 above, may be required to appear at 
his own expense, for the Stenography Test at any 
Indian Mission abroad where necessary arrange- 
ments for holding such test arc available. 

4. Shprthand Test in English/Hindi would comprise dicta- 
tions test at the speed of 120 words per minute for 7 minutes 
which the candidates will be required to transcribe in 45/60 
minutes. 

5. Candidates must write the papers in their own band. In 
no circumstances will they be allowed the help of a scribe to 
write the answers for them. 

6. The Commission have discretion to fix qualifying marks 
In any or all the subjects at the examination. Only those can- 
didates who obtain such minimum qualifying marks in the 
written examination as may be fixed by the Commission in 
their discretion will be called for shorthand test, 

7. Marks will not be allotted for mere superficial know- 
ledge. 

8. Deduction upto 5 per cent of the maximum marks in the 
written, subjects will be made for illegible handwriting. 

9. Credit will be given for orderly, effective and exact ex- 
pression. combined with due economy of words in all subjects 
of the examination.
